An Efficient Filter For Keeping 
Refrigerator Fresh And Sweet 


The number of household gadgets, 
large and small slated to appear on 
the market is sure proof that we're 
back in the piping days of peace 
igain, Many of the new items are 
made of metal, aluminium, or stain- 
less steel, 

In this group is an efficient filter 
for keeping the interior of your re- 
frigerator fresh and sweet by ab- 
sorbing food odors, It’s a long nar- 
row, perforated aluminium container 
filled with pellets of “activated car- 
bon’, It looks almost like a flat sheet 
of the metal and is suspended under 
any shelf in the refrigerator by 
means of littl hooks, 

The carbon grains or pellets with 
which it is filled are made from husks 
of coconuts Which have been burned 
to a charred state. These take up 
many times their own volume of 
odorous gases and will not wear out 
for at least five years. You remove 
the gadget when defrosting the re-

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A NEW YEAR FULL OF HOPE 


Another year has dawned and 1947 is well on the way 
to being a banner year in both industry and agriculture, 
followine almost the reverse, as far as manufacturing 
was concerned in 1°46, when strikes in nearly every branch 
of industry caused a decline in production. 

However, the coal, rubber, steel and labor strikes have 
for the present been settled and oll the large manufactur- 
ing concerns of Canada and the United States are steadily 
increasing production. This will mean a large increase in 
consumer goods in 1947, which in turn will mean a larger 
volume of nusiness for everyone connected with retail and 
wholesale concerns, ; 

Experts predict that this year production and sales of 
consumer goods will reach an all-time high, surpassing the 
hoom davs of 1928. This, however, seems to be a doubtful 
prediction, and can only come about by the elimination of 


) 
‘ 


strikes ond the loosening up of voods, rather than turning 
the bulk of the production into export markets. (By this 
it is not meant that the export market should be eliminated 


for we all must agree that Canada cannot sell her surplus 
grain and livestock products at home. However, exports 
of these basic products can be kept up without sending out 
our manufactured products just because other nations 
will pay higher prices for them). 


The lifting of ceiling prices will to a large extent 


bring more consi mer coods on the market, but at a higher | 


price. Whether the liftine of ceilings at this time is justi- 
tied remains to be seen. Certainly it will put more goods on 
the market, but unless prices of basic commodities and 
lower salaried employees are raised accordingly it means 
a lower standard of living for those already forced to cur- 
tail their living expenses. 

In the meantime, it looks as though there will be more 
goods on the market in 147, Plenty of people have the 
money to pay a little more for scarce goods, and they will 
pay it, thus bringing a boom in all lines of business, And 
that is what we can look for in 117, 

Agriculture slso can look forward to higher prices on 
most products, despite erain contracts and other bargain- 
ing hoards set up to provide assured markets for future 
years, rather than big prices. Floor prices have been set 
on most sgricultural products, but it now appears that the 
contract prices armineed by our federal government are 
not bringing about the increased production necessary 
and already hog prices have been advanced to induce 
farmers into greater production, Course grain growing 
Will also be more profitable with the new bonus on barley 
acreage, und the Didsbury district us a whole should bene- 
fit this vear and in the years to follow, 


No matter what is happening in other parts of the | 


world, we in Canada can look forward to a New Year 
full of hope, plenty and to a certain extent, prosperity,
